borhood  of  the  city.  The  loepl  police  have 
been  no  protection,  for  the  reason  that  they 
ar«  too  few  in  number  and  too  inert.  In 
moat  raae*  the .  customary  midnight  noise* 
of  a  conn  try  honm* — the  slamming  of  shnt- 
tera,  and  the  cracking  af  floors  under  the 
blithe  tread  of  the  frolicsome  rata— enable 
burglar*  to  effect  an  entrance  without 
arousing  the  suspicion  of  the  drowsy  in¬ 
mates;  and  jt  is  only  in  coming  down  stairs 
in  the  morning  and  discovering  tliat  break¬ 
fast  must  be  eaten  without  spoons  and  forks 
that  the  robbed  householder  learns  that  he 
has  entertained  burglars  unawares. 

••Until  detectives  are  stationed  in  every 
snbnrlmn  town  that  is  connected  with  the 
city  by  railroad,  and  instructed  to  arr»**t 
every  suspicion*  character  as  soon  a?*  he 
leaves  the  train,  the  robber*  will  have  lillle 
reason  to  fe.ir  the  interference  of  -.the 
authorities.  In  the  mean  time  our  snhnibau 
friends  mustsely  for  the  protection  upon  a 
supply  of  small  (logs  and  revolvers.  The 
large  vsishdog.  chained  in  the  yard,  ol 
wb*w«  vigilance  so  many  persons  place  un¬ 
wavering  faith,  in  worthless,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  a  bit  of  meat  spiced  with  .stryoh 
nine  will  instantly  silence  lri on.  I  he  small 
terrier  who  is  permitted  to  roam  the  house 
at  night  i*.  however,  exceedingly  efficient  ns 
au  alarm*.  He  i*  sure  to  bark,  whenever 'an 
attempt  is  made  to  enter  the  house,  and.  if 
hi*  bark  is  supplemented  by  the  immediate 
lighting  of  the  gas,  the  appeal  to  the  revol¬ 
ver  a  ill  usually  be  unnecessary. 

For  the  benefit  of  timid  people,  it  is  well 
t->  remark  th  t  ti  e  burglars,  having  the 
world  of  bouses  befor  them  where  to  choose, 
enter  only  those  in  which  they  have  reason 
to  think  there  is  a  lair  proepect  of  booty. 
To*  man  who  lives  in  a  small  house .aud  is 
known  to  keep  his  hank  account  in  the  city, 
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and  nevt’r  to  Lave  any  largo  amount  of 
money’  in  his  pocket  or  hi*  desk,  may  safely’ 
defy  the  burglars.  .  They  will  not  waste 
their  time-  by  searching  for  plated  fork*  iu 
the  modest  mansion,  when  they  eon  get  real 
silver  and  ready  cash  at  the  house  of  his 
prosperous  neighbor  across  the  way. 

Tho  suggestion  contained  in  the  above, 

five  or  two  in  each  snburban  town  to -spot 
the  suspicions  character  se  lve  leaves  flic 
train,  is  a  good  one.  Rat  it  sesras.to  be  un 
open  question  with  us  whether  we  are  in¬ 
debted  to  the  adept  robber  from  the  larger 
cities  for  onr  recent  burglaries  or  -  to  those 
less  experienced  members  of  the  profession 
who  havfr  their  abiding  and  lurking  places 
among  us.  Iu  eitffer  event,  however,  the 
experienced  detective  would  be  a  valuable 
acquisition  to  the  town,  and  wo  command 
the  suggestion  to  the  consideration  of  those 
citizens  who  are  interesting  fhemselvea  in 
the  matter  of  a  police  for  Bloomfield.

Tli«  Annual  Parish  Meeting  of  the  Bloom¬ 
field  Presbyterian  Society  was  held  on  Tues¬ 
day  evening.  It  was  well  attended  and  was 
a  spirited  meeting.  Dr.  Jos.  A.  Davis  was 
chosen  to  apt  as  Moderator,  and  after  ubrief 
prayer  by  Rev.  E.  Bey  mo  nr  the  routine  of 
business  was  taken  up.  The  report  of  the 
Trustees  showed  that  the  Society’*  receipts 
for  the  year  luul  baeu  $4,435,07  with  dis¬ 
bursements  to  the  same  amount.  The  lia¬ 
bilities  were  given  at  $4,391,16. 

Interesting  reports  wero  received  from  the 
various  committees. 

Mr.  Randolph,  from  the  commit!**  on 
New  Sunday  School  Rooms,  reported  that 
plans  had  been  procured,  and  a  subscription 
raised  to  meet  fire  post  of  building. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Dodd,  from  the  committee  on 
procuring  a  new  bill,  gave  a  detailed  report 
relating  to  the  procurement  of  the  new  bill, 
an  account  anil  description  of  which  went 
on  record  in  the  column  of  this  paper  at  the 
time. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Morris,  from  the.  committee  on 
horse  sheds,  reported  that  they  had  been

At  tho  conclusion  of  his  animad¬ 
version,  Mr.  J.  F.  It  indojph  replied  brief¬ 
ly,  stating  that  he  thought  the  gentleman

which  the  meeting  was  convened.  This 
brought  the  meeting  back  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  tho  more  important  matters  from 
which  its  attention  bad  been  diverted. 

Mr,  J.  F.  Folsom, in  order  to  ascertain  the 
sentiment  of  the  meeting  upon  the  salary 
questiou,  proposed  ihut  a  vote  l>o  taken 
upon  a  salary  of  $3,500. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Ward  proposed  the  adoption 
of  the  free  church  principle  aud  to  raise  the 
money  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Ladd  recommended  that  the 
amount  raised  by  annuities  be  set  apart  ex¬ 
clusively  to  pay  the  minister.  He  was  in 
favor,  also,  of  paying  linn  a  good  salary,  and 
forcibly  illustrated  his  point  by  stating  that 
iu  his  mechanical  business  he  had  found 
that  it  paid  to  employ  the  best  and  highest 
priced  workmen.  By  getting  au  inferior 
and  cheap  hand  his  work  was  botched,  and 
consequently  he  lost  his  customers.  The 
same  thing,  he  thought,  was  true  in  churches. 
He  agreed  with  Dr.  Coe,  that  if  u  really  good 
preacher  was  secured  the  salary  could  be 
easily  raised.  He  cited  the  instance  of  the 
recent  sale  of  pews  in  Mr.  Beecher’s  Cbnrch 
at  850,000. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Morris  then  made  some  remarks, 
foreign  perhaps  to  the  ministerial  question,  j 
but  nevertheless  appropriate.  He  thought  [ 
the  society  should  not  overlook  the  import- ; 
once  of  having  a  comfortable  house  to  wor- 1 
ship  in.
